FEAR DEMOCRATIC CONTROL 


Dissatisfaction With Present 


Congress May Be Ex- 


pressed at Polls.

Washington—President Harding has 


found it necessary to apply the execu- 
tive accelerator to congress. He has 
been reluctant to follow in the foot- 
steps of other presidents who drove 
congress with a firm hand, and he has 
resented the suggestion that he should 
dictate to both houses 
But, after a 


lapse of two months and a half, it 
has become apparent tnat the extra 
session of congress will be fruitless 
unless the executive forgets his oft- 
expressed ideas about the complete 
separation of the functions of the exe- 
cutive and legislative branches of the 
gov-srnment and accept the role of 
party leaders which made It possible 
for Presidents Roosevelt and Wilson 
to get results in congress, and which 
President Taft subsequently admitted 
that he, too, should have done early in 
his administration. 


The situation 
today is strikingly 


parallel to that which existed a few 
months after Mr Toft was inaugurat- 
ed. Congress was then led by Messrs. 
Aldnch and Cannon, who had pro- 
nounced views on the tariff with which 
Mr Taft felt hesitant to take issue 
There are no two leaders in congress 
who wield as much power as Aldnch 
and Cannon, but in their places have 
arisen 
strong groups representing 


class interests. The danger to Mr 
Harding s legislative program lies in 
the inability of the Republican leaders 
in either hout.3 to adjust the differ- 
ences between the various groups. The 
leaders, therefore, ore roally anijous 
for executive b?lp. 


Want Ilarding's Help 


So tangled has the situation be- 


come that these Republican leaders 
who foresee trouble at the polls a year 
from this fall, when the present house 
is up for reelection, havo discusbed 
among themselves the advisability of 
sending- steering committees to the 
White House to ask for help. Mean- 
white, at practically every meeting of 
the cabinet, the president has been 
urged to take a hand vigorously and 
insist that congress 
concentrate on 


the tariff and taxation to the utter ex- 
clusion of every other legislative pro- 
posal, however important. 


Thus the situation has been drifting 


without tangible results Mr Harding 
has about decided to do a little driv- 
ing, first, with a gentle hand, and later 
with a firmer application of executive 
pressure, if necessary. 
Ho realizes 


that the possible loss of congress, to 
the Democrats in the middle of his 
own term would mean certain disaster 
to his own political fortunes. The im- 
patience of the country for action by 
congress on its legislative 
program 


has been so pronounced that it is not 
exaggeration to say that evidences of 
real worry over the political outlook 
are beginning to accumulate on every 
side. Unquestionably Mr. Harding 
will seek to convince members of con- 
gress that their fortunes are insep- 
arably bound up with those of the ex- 
ecutive in the common problem of 
satisfying fie demands made by the 
people in the last election for a restor- 
ation of normalcy. 


By slashing military and naval ap- 


propriations, considerable money has 
been saved which a generous senate 
•would otherwise have appropriated 
There is an undercurrent of senti- 
ment, however, in both houses that if 
some progress had tx>en made on in 
ternational disarmament, there might 
have bee.n an even greater economy. 
Disarmament talk is no longer re- 
garded as the muttenngs of a few 
pacifists, but is seriously looked upon 
as a matter of dollars and cents and 
taxes. 


But while both houses have been 


struggling with the 
appropriation 


bills—which JS after all a routine mat- 
ter—no bill has been completed on the 
tariff or taxation Business men who 
had hoped to know what the tax rate 
would be for the next year have been 
diap-pomted. 
Many businesses 
run 


their books from July 1 to July 1 of 
the next year. It had been confidently 
expected that congress would at least 
have brought the tax bill to the com- 
mitee stage by July 1, but the bill has 
not gotten that far, and nobody in 
congress has an accurate idea of just 
•what kind of a revenue measure will 
eventually be passed Judging by the 
legislative tangles which have arisen 
in handling the tariff, there will be 
considerable delay in getting the tax 
bill through both houses. Many con- 
flicting interests have shown a dispo- 
sition to wrangle about the tariff, but 
the controversies thus far over the 
tariff 
are not a circumstance 
com- 


pared to the trouble which is antici- 
pated in framing a new tax hill. The 
chief execuuve alone will be able to 
reconcile differences of opinion. And 
he will have to do it largely by execu- 
tive insistence on compromise which 
would otherwise be refused if offered 
by congressional leaders." In 
other 


words, congress needs executive guid- 
ance, and Mr. Harding baa made up 
hi« mind to fill tb« need.

Berlin.—Germany, which used to 


boast that its schools and its educa- 
tional facilities were the best in the 
world, now says that its school sys- 
tem has been shot to pieces 


The cause Germany gives is—fin- 


ancial poverty 


In the old days of the empire the 


cities were allowed to tax themselves 
tor the upkeep of the schools or to 
supplement what the state gave. 


Now the state lines in finance have 


been abolished. 


All thp income goes into the nation 


al treasury. 
The German govern 


ment allots a lump sum to each Ger 
man state. Each state in turn allots 
a lump sum to the cities, which in 
their turn subdivide this very much 
as they please. 


Drop Teachers 


The sums that come to the cities 


are smaller than before, and the ex- 
penses are greater. 


One of the first results has been 


that many teachers have been dropped 
from the payrolls. 


Before the war. the goal aimed at 


was that no teacher should have more 
than 30 pupils in a class. Now the 
minimum a. teacher is allowed is 60 
and the number is often nearer \00 


There is also a lack of up-to-date 


books and materials. 


The teaching also is affected often 


by the poor health of the school chil- 
dren and by the desperate struggle 
of the teachers to make ends meet on 
the pay they are getting. 


The average minimum for new 


teachers in Germany before the war 
was about 115 marks a month. Now 
it is 475 with the cost of things eight 
and 10 fold what it was in 1913. 


More at Universities 


The great universities of Germany 


find themselves crippled by reason of 
the decreased buying qualities of the 
German mark. 
It is hard for them 


to secure new instruments and costly 
supplies 
y 
On the other hand, the number of 


students has astonishingly increased 
compared with what it was at the out- 
break of the war. 
, 


Taking 23 universities—all in Ger- 


many except Koenigsburg—there were 
last winter 83.44S compared with 61,- 
275 at the outbreak of the war. 


Many Women Attend 


Of even more interest, because it is 


indicative of the increased part Ger- 
many women aie going to play in Ger- 
man life now that they have the vote, 
are the figures about the number of 
female students in the universities. 


In 1914, when they were voteless, 


there were onl> 4129 
But this jear 


there aro SOI". 


Many of the students undoubtedly 


have a hard time of it. It costs them, 
no matter how simply they live, much 
more than before the war. •

almost, from its establishment. His ad- 
ministration uniformly has been one of 
progressive conservatism, marked by mor- 
al courage, whether fighting the battles of 
labor itself or opposing ^xtreme propos- 
als. Ever- since the days when Haywood 
and the I. "W. TT. set out to revolutionize 
the country industrially and to capture 
organized labor, ilr. Gompers has had a 
fight oh his hands. The radical element 
has sought to depose him. Every devise it 
could resort to to undermine his strength 
with the rank and file of workingmen has 
been 
utilized, 
but 
without, 
success. 


Through all the storm which has centered 
about his policies they have nevertheless 
prevailed, and today it seems that he is 
stronger than ever with the men he has 
led so long. 


The American Federation of Labor has 


never made a mistake in keeping Mr. 
Sompersasits president, and it can do noth- 
ing better than retain his invaluable servic- 
es so long as they are available. Certain 
capitalists whose policy is to oppose labor. 
no matter what it asks or demands, look 
upon Mr. Gompers as a radical labor lead- 
er, but that is merely a prejudiced view- 
point. They do not want to get on with 
their employes: they prefer trouble to 
friendly understanding and peace. Their 
attitude is quite as harmful socially and 
economically as that of the I. "W. W. and 
the real -extremists on the other "side. As 
a matter of fact Mr. Gompers, nest to 
the late John Mitchell, is the sanest and 
most constructive labor leader America 
has yet produced. He has brought about 
more substantial advancement for the in- 
terests he represents than any other man 
in the country. And he has done it without 
sacrifice to the employing interests: in 
reality the gains he has secured have been 
to the advantage of the employer, for any 
ejilightened policy which brings them clos- 
er together is for their mutual welfare. 
The employer who cannot see this is quite 
as blind as the agitator who wants to turn 
the country over to socialism. 


Mr. Gompers is a great power for good 


in the industrial world, for the simple 
reason that he seeks only justice and har- 
mony under the present system. 
He is 


not-a revolutionist. He is not leading labor 
along false or blind paths. His reelection 
is a testimonial of stability to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, as well as to its 
good judgment. It. is a well-merited re- 
ward for jVIr. Gompers' sinr-ere and fruit- 
ful work, for his ability, his sanity, his 
integrity.

own hands, as it has become more 
and more clear that mdst of the Amer- 
ican police Systems are not equal to 
the task. The United States govern- 
ment is one of these organizations. 
Ttte post office department especially 
has invested heavily in automatic 
shotguns and pistols and has made tar- 
get practice a j^art of its routine. 


For organizations to prepare t» de- 


fend their property in this way seems 
to be generally considered a. wise and 
justifiable move; but there is a strong 
movement on foot to deny the same 
right to the citizen. Everywhere "gun 
toting" laws are being discussed, and 
the movement to legislate guns out of 
existence seems to have reached its 
climax in the federal measure which 
proposes to bar small arms from in- 
terstate commerce. 


This measure, which was discussed 


in a previous Haskin letter, would 
have the effect of making it extreme- 
ly difficult for a reputable citizen to 
purchase a pistol for self-defense "with- 
out breaking the law, and it would 
also make such arms much more ex- 
pensive. The theory is that it would 
make it equally difficult for the crim- 
inal to arm himself. 


Opponents of this law assert that 


it would accomplish just the opposite 
of its intention. They say that the 
yegg or gunman, who finds a gun in^ 
dispensable to his business, would al- 
ways manage to get One by hook or 
crook, just as he now manages to get 
cocaine, liquor, opium, and other/' con- 
traband goods. 
It is the reputable 


citizen, eager to obey the law, who 
would be disarmed. 
The criminals 


would be given a monopoly Of arma- 
ment. 


.What the Constitution Says. 


The constitutionality of this law has 


also been questioned, as the constitu- 
tion provides that "the right of the 
•people to keep and bear arms s-hall not 
be infringed." 


Opponents of pistol prohibition npw 


brine up a substitute, which is not 
new. 
but has a special interest at this 


time. When Mayor Gaynor was shot 
by an assassin a few years ago. Judge 
George C. Holt made an able address 
on the subject of arms, and the right 
to carry them. He discussed the ad- 
visability of pistol prohibition and de- 
cided that it was impracticable. He 
advised that instead a law should be 
passed which would place the selling 
of small arms in the control of com- 
petent boards everywhere. 


Under such a system, if you desired 


to "own a weapon you would appear 
before the board and apply for a li- 
cense, just the same as you do now 
when you want to operate a motor 
car. You would have to demonstrate 
that you knew how to operate the 
gun, 
just as you now have to demon- 


strate that you know how to operate a 


can You would very likely undergo 
a. brief physical examination, 
and 


would have to prove that you had no 
criminal record and were sane. By 
the signatures of reputable persons 
you would establish your own reputa- 
bility. 
It if argued that such a law would 


do Just a* much to kteep arms away 
from the criminal class as would the 
measure preventing 
the 
interstate 


trade in arms. That is, it would pre- 
vent a criminal from going into a re- 
putable Store and purchasing such 
an arm. It would be impossible y> buy 
an arm from a reputable dealer with- 
out presenting a license from the 
board. Storekeepers would obey this 
law punctiliously, as they obey any 
law regulating the sale of firearms, be- 
cause they have everything to lose and 
nothing to gain by disobedience. In 
either case, the yegg would have to go 
to the gun bootlegger for his gun, and 
in either case, in all probability, he 
would get it. 


This licensing law would have the 


great advantage, it is claimed, that it 
would enable the responsible citizen, 
who knows how to use a gun* to get 
one for self-defense. 
It would not 


give all the advantage to the criminal, 
as would the gun-prohibition, say the 
critics of that measure. Furthermore, 
^he licensing system would tend to re- 
duce the great number of weapons 
which are now purchased by persons 
who do not know how to operat* them, 
and who cause most of the numerous 
accidents that occur in the use of 
small arms. 


Not Abolish, But Regulate. 


The proponents of this - licensing 


system say that the object of laws on 
the use of small arms should not be 
to abolish their use. 
This is neither 


practicable nor desirable. The object 
should bd to confine" their use to per- 
sons who are capable of using them 
with discretion. 
This has scarcely 


been attempted in the United States. 


In a large part .of the country, the 


civilian population has been complete 
ly disarmed. In the northeastern quar- 
ter of the United States, it is rare to 
find a man with a gun about him. un 
less he is either a criminal or a police 
officer. . The result is that any man 
armed with a brick in a Sock can be a 
successful robber. Crimes are carried 
out with ease and impunity which is 
too well known to need illustration 
here. Foreign feudists fight out their 
battles in the streets of our great 
cities, usually shooting a few bystand 
ers incidentally and these are as help- 
less as so many sheep. 


In Certain southern and western 


states, a very different custom pre- 
vails. Almost every man, and indeed 
every boy past seventeen carries a re- 
volver. These arms may be purchased 
by any one at very low prices in pawn- 
shops. In these states, the old custom 
of settling personal differences by per- 
sonal combat still survive?. The result 
is that there are a great many homi- 
cide^ in these states, especially In some 
counties of them. 
But petty crime 


does not flourish. The sneak thief and 
the sandbag man are almost unknown. 
Robbers of any kind, in fact, are al- 
most unknown in some of these gun- 
toting sections. "Where every man has 
a gun in his pocket, a life of crime is 
apt to be short and exciting. 


Manifestly, it is argued, what we 


need is a compromise between these 
two conditions. If responsible citizens 
were licensed to earn' arms, and the 
licenses were, revoked at the fir?t in 
stance of reckless or improper use (0f 
them, perhaps some of the evils of 
gun-toting would be ejiminatod with 
out denying to Americans that right 
to bear arms, which the 
fathers
